PUBLIC COMMENTS  

Peter Ochs, 36 Haver Farm Road, came before council to express his concerns over the odor emanating 

from the wastewater treatment plant.  Mr. Ochs stated this a huge problem and a quality of life issue.  Mr. 

Phelan explained that laborers from the treatment plant have pulled off manholes in the area and no 

backups appear to exist.  The recent upgrades at the treatment plant provided new filters and a more 

efficient process.  The matter is of great concern and there will be discussions with the treatment plant 

operators to see if there can be a solution to the problem.   

 

MAYOR’S COMMENTS  

1. Mayor Kovach asked for a moment of silence upon learning that former Councilwoman and 

Mayor, Christine Schaumburg, passed away this morning.  Ms. Schaumburg served on Council in 

2005 and served as mayor from 2006 through June 2011.   

 

2. Mayor Kovach reported that a $900,000.00 grant was received from Congressman Malinowski’s 

office for a new sewer line project that will run from Leigh Street/Old 22 east to the municipal 

border.  Town re-applied for an additional grant for the water project phases 2 and 3.  

 

3. United Methodist Church is having a Celebration of Ministry for Pastor Brandon on May 21, 

2022.  Mayor Kovach has been invited to attend the worship service and then dinner.  Pastor 

Brandon is celebrating 40+ years of ministry including 3 years and will be retiring.  Mayor 

Kovach will be preparing a letter wishing him well from the Town of Clinton.  

 

4. Mayor Kovach asked Council members to submit their vacation schedules to the Clerk so council 

meetings can be scheduled accordingly.  The May 11, 2022 council meeting will be 100% virtual.  

Mayor Kovach would also like to schedule a meeting to have the council photo taken and made 

into a movie poster! 

 

 

PRESENTATION – CAROLINE CONBOY, INSURANCE ADVISOR  

Ms. Conboy explained the joint fund the Town is included in and gave background on the types of 

insurance provided.  Ms. Conboy distributed packets to council for their review and said she is available 

for anyone who may have questions.  At this time the insurance company is dealing with several cases of 

Ransomware events, which can be very costly.  The Town of Clinton is in good standing with very good 

virus hardware and cyber security.

Grant will memorialize the commitment of this municipality to recycling and to indicate the assent of 

Mayor and Council of the Town of Clinton to the efforts undertaken by the municipality and the 

requirements contained in the Recycling Act and recycling regulations; and 

WHEREAS, Such a resolution should designate the individual authorized to ensure the 

application is properly completed and timely filed.

Police Chief Kubinak  

Chief Kubinak stated we are participating in the National Night Out on August 2, 2022 from 5:00 to 9:00 

p.m.  The event will take place at North Hunterdon High School, two police departments, the South 

Branch Emergency Squad and the Clinton Fire Department will be participating. Seeking support from 

local businesses.

Recreation Committee – A Vintage Baseball Game will be held at Gebhardt field on Saturday, April 23, 

2022 at noon!  Flemington Neshanock and Hoboken Nine will be playing with the 1864 rules!  

 

The Recreation Committee has prepared an itemized budget for 2022 list of events, some are estimates. 

The committee was asking about the summer rec enrollment and if the fees are put into the rec fund.  It 

was explained that summer rec fees cover the program, not events the recreation committee holds. If there 

is money left from the rec program, it will go into the trust.

The Farmer’s Market currently being held at the 

Hunterdon County Library runs from May 1st to October 30th.

The Hunterdon County Governing Officers Association has been relaunched.  Their goal is to bring 

together elected officials and professionals from all 26 municipalities to building working relationships, 

share best practices and solve problems collectively.
